THE STORY OF 


ST, NICHOLAS, 


The name of St. Nicholas is In this 


country Inseparably associated with 
Christmas and with Its kindly ffifls to 
good children. His name has become 
Santa CEaus. An old custom and Ha 
attendant mythology have been brought 
In here by the Dutch nnd have surviv- 
ed, xvltli not quite nil the vitality that 
could he wished, perhaps, down to the 
present day, and somewhere In the 
process they have disengaged them- 
selves from St. Nicholas' dny nnd have 
attached themselves to Christmas, three 
\veeks later. It should be a subject of 
thankfulness perhaps that any auch 
.pretty old custom as that of the hanR- 


. ing of stockings and the visits of St. 


Nicholas should he kept up at all, and 
no critics should carp at a little chanRc 
of one particular day for another. Yet 
St. Nicholas has a day of his own 


A most cheerful, worthy, lovimr and 


lovable saint WAS Nicholas. 
Even when 


he was a baby, before he could speak 
or know what was spoken lo hirnT ho 
always fasted of his own accord o;i 
Wednesdays and Fridays. A man who 
started In this way could scarcely fall 
to become a bishop, nnd Nicholas bo- 
came 
archbishop of 
Myra, 
In A 


Minor- He died in the year 343, and his 
bones remained in 3Iyra till 10S7, when 
they. vrer<? removed to Barl. In Italy. 
where they still remain. On the very 
day they were brought thither and de- 
poslu-d In the Church of St. Stephen 
30 persons were cured of various dis 
eases by prayers to St. Nicholas. There 
is a Church of St. Nicholas at Barl now, 
besides the cathedral. 


Whenever St. Nicholas is talked of or 


written of this story Is told: A man liv- 
ing in Asia who v:as sending his two 
soo3 to Athens to bo educated

them call on the good archbishop a;

HONOR OF 
ST, NICHOLAS, 


A writer in Chambers'"Book of Days"' 


Slvcs an infcrajilng account of tlie cel- 
ebration of St. Nicholas' day nt Bar], 
Italy, \\-herc tho saints' bones He under 
the crypt of the church which bears 
his name. On that day the town is 
thronged with pilgrims from all the 
country around. When they get lo ilia 
chuiTli, they show their devotion by 
ivalklnfe- all nrouinl it—If it cnn iie call- 
ed \valkliia-on their knees, and some of 
them even do it with their foreheads to 
the floor, each belne guided by a child 
who leads tlie pllsrln. will, a handker- 
chief ot which he holds a corner in his 
mouth. Each jillgrlm Is entitled to a 
meal without cost, and on the especial 
occasion described 9,090 were fed 
Wn- 


ter comes up through the floor of the 
cryin over the grave ot St. Nicholas, ana 
this is supposed to have Kreat curative 
powers. It is gathered In sponges and 
siincezed into botiles and sold lo the 
FilKrims. It Is called the nmniin of S' 
Nicholas. 


But the most remnrkablo part of the 


whole celebration is that performed by 
the sailors. They come on shore early 
gn the mornlnfr. go to the church In a 
body and set tho wooden image ot the 
saint. They carry this about the city 
in triumph, visiting the cathedral and

They brlns H bach at nightfall 
ud again bcnr it about the streets, this 
me with torchlights and Illuminations.

Notwithstanding the strong effort

Christmas holldaj- In a more peculiar 
way ihan da the Shakers, those strange 
yet 
intiustrioua celibates who 
were 


brought over from Hngland considera- 
bly over a century ago by the goad .old 
Mother Ann J^ei, 
1. 
There are several 


Colonies of these tpieer reticle In tbe 
Untied States, and all enjoy the same 
pleasures, If thoru can be such things 
in tbclr lives, and all believe in tbe 
same doctrines. Years ago these honest 
but inlsffuldcd iwoplp discovered that 
the Scriptures directed all men and wo- 
men to live apart. 
They believe that 


because the Messiah did not marry it Is 
a win for them to do so, and consequent- 
ly there is but one love In their lives 
and that a love of religion. 


The Shakers have a manner and style 


peculiarly their own and worship Got] 
In every breath. 
Believing as they do 


In the Messlnh, they think It a duly to 
celobrale ihe birth of the Savlous, and 
i heir HOI vice on Christmas day is most 
boauliful and impressive. 


Tbe remark "silll ns a Shaker meet- 


lug" has oflen been heard, and those 
who h.ive attended a meeting1 of these 
devout people know ibnt a word is nev- 
er spoken until the ''spirit moves," and 
so It goes front Sunday to Sunday until 
Christmas comes, which with 
them 


means a day of the greatest devotion. 
The day to them does noi brin^ the 
Joys, nlnasures and dissipations of the 
world; there Is no giving of gifts, no be- 
lief In St. Nicholas, no Christmas tree 
ami no plr-nsurfs; In fact, nothing but 
prayer. N'o preparations are made for 
the slart festival. 


The morning before Christmas the
